Tavestia, the official organ of the

It was announced that half a ton 
of. this rubber had been ° produced, 
and that it had been sent to the Red 
Triangle rubber factory for manu- 
facture into various articles. 

But attempts to obtain further 
information regarding ‘the process 
have. been systematically frustrated, | 
roports the Moscow correspondent 
of the British United’ Press. . The 
Scientific Institute for Rubber Re- 
‘search explained that the invention 
was a State secret, and: intimated 
that the item “in Tavestia had ap- 

peared “by accident.”

T'took a trip by tram (writes a- 
Morning Post representative): -
